Heed Pleadings of Ben Noble 


to Visit Him. 


SU F F E R S CO N SC IEN C E P A IN S 


Suicide Wrote to Relative Begging 


Him to Come Last Sunday— 


Note is Result. 


Frank Hager o f Indianapo lis, half- 
bro ther o f Ben No ble, is suffering se­ 
v ere co nscience pains due to the fact 
that he feels he is largely respo nsible 
fo r the death o f the y o ung farm hand, 
who was co nv icted o f the mu rder o f 
his emplo y er, Albert Spragu e, o f De­ 
catu r co u nty , in the last term o f 
co u rt here and who was held in jail 
pending the argu ments o n a mo tio n 
fo r a new trial. 
Hager ascribes the 
cau se fo r No ble’s suicide to despo nd­ 
ency . He regrets v ery much ¡that he 
did no t heed his half-bro ther’s no te 
o f pleading and call o n him at the 
jail. 
He say s thaMie feels that his 
and No ble’s o ther relativ es apparent 
neglect is largely respo nsible fo r the 
suicide. 
As has been sho wn in 
o ther in­ 
stances, No ble was o f a nerv o u s tem- 
perment and pro bably bro o ded o v er 
the ev ident neglect o f his 
relativ es 
and finally arriv ed at the co nclusio n 
that they cared fo r him no 
lo nger, 
(that he was an o u tcast and that he 
was better o ff o u t o f this wo rld. This 
idea is reflected in o ne o f the two 
brief messages he left in which he 
writes, “Tell my bro thers that I wait­ 
ed (the lo ng weary day s, bu t they nev ­ 
er came, so I mu st say go o d-by e to 
o ne and all. There is no thing in this 
wo rld fo r me.” 
Ben No ble wro te a sho rt letter to 
his half-bro ther, Frank Hager, in In­ 
dianapo lis, last week and asked Hag­ 
er t© co me to v isit him the fo llo wing 
Su nday , which wo uld hav e been last 
Su nday . 
Hager say s that he intend­ 
ed to co me and spend the day with 
Ben as he alway s seemed nearer to 
him than an o wn bro ther. 
Hager 
sa\s tha't he learned late Satu rday 
that he wo uld be co mpelled to wo rk 
fo r the co mpany by which 'he was 
emplo y ed in installing ta 
plant o n 
Su nday and to refu se 
wo uld hav e 
meant the lo ss o f his jo b. 
His wife 
planned to go , so Hager say s, but 
wo ke up Su nday mo rning with a sick 
headacheand did no t feel able to trav ­ 
el o n a inactio n car. 
Ha^er states 
that lie and his wife decided to wait 
until the fo llo wing Su nday when they 
planned to co me here and spend the 
day with No ble. But they waited to o 
lo ner. 


TTaerer feels that 
the last 
io te 
writien o n Mo nday ev ening, is the 
o u tgro wth o f his failu re to heed his 
half-bro ther’s pleadings to pay him 
a \irit. Tt is likely that No ble passed 
Su nday in anticipatio n o f the v isit 
fro m his relativ e and finally was dis­ 
appo inted at night when he suddenly 
began to realize that ev en his rela­ 
tiv es had refu sed to hear his pleas 
fo r co mpanio nship. ITe did no t kno w 
that Frank Hager had been unable to 
co me and that h* and his wife plann­ 
ed to v isit him the fo llo wing Sunday . 
Neither did Frank Hager kno w tfiat 
Ben No ble had the twa 
sdry chnifte 
tablets 
and 
co ntemplated 
suicide. 
No ble receiv ed no answer to his let­ 
ter Mo nday and by night his mind 
had pro bably dwelt o n that particu ­ 
lar su bject so lo ng that he was de­ 
v o id o f reaso n and arriv ed at the 
co nclusio n that he was no t wanted 
o n earth. 
Frank Hager was the o nly relativ e 
here to day . 
The bo dy was remo v ed 
' fro m the Caldwell u ndertaking es­ 
tablishment, where it was taken after 
the suicide this mo rning, and shipped 
to Indianapo lis o n the T. 
& C. Dis- 
— — — 
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patch ait ten o ’clo ck. 
The bo dy was 
transferred at Indianapo lis and ship­ 
ped o n to Edinburg, where the fu n- 
enal serv ices were held this afterno o n 
at two o ’clo ck. 
Do nald Smith ac­ 
co mpanied the bo dy fro m 'this city , 
and Jo hn E. Osbo rne o f Greensburg, 
o ne o f the o ther atto rney s fo r No ble, 
met the bo dy at.Indianapo lis and t|ie 
two lawy ers went o n to Edinbu rg to 
aittend the fu neral. No ble’s bo dy will 
be laid to rest beside his 
mo ther’s 
who died sev eral y ears tago in that 
to wn. Will No ble o f Burney , J)ecatu r 
co u nty , and Charles No ble o f Edin­ 
burg, bo th full 
bro thers o f 
No ble 
were here y esterday and 
retu rned 
last night to make arrangements fo r 
the fu neral at 
Edinburg. 
Besides 
the two bro thers and 'half-bro thers, 
Ben No ble is surv iv ed by his father, 
Daniel No ble o f 
Medea If 
co u nty , 
Kentu cky : two sisters, 
Mrs. 
Jo se­ 
phine Lo ng and Mrs. Mary Eggsto n, 
bo th o f Bo o ne co u nty , Kv ., and o ne 
o ther bro ther, James No ble, o f Bo o ne 
co u nty , Ky . It was ex pected that all 
o f his relativ es wo uld attend the 
fu neral.

The Green sbu rg Demo crat o f y es­ 
terday prin'ts an interv iew in which 
Will No ble, o f Bu rney , fu ll bro ther o f 
Ben No ble, is pu rpo rted -to hav e said 
that he believ ed that his bro ther’s 
co nfessio n, which is alleged to hav e 
been made in the Indianapo lis jail to 
Sheriff Patterso n, o f Decatu r co u nty , 
was no t o btained by any pro mises o f 
light sentence o r by a« ny threats o r 
“third degree’ metho ds. 
The article 
fu rther states 'that Will No ble said 
his bro ther had nev er said in his 
pVesence that the co nfessio n had 
been fo rced bu t that it was do ne in­ 
v o lu ntarily and witho u t any persu a­ 
sio ns, pro mise o r threats fro m the 
sheriff. 
The bro ther is also alleged 
to hav e said acco rding to the Demo ­ 
crat, that he co uld « no t u nderstand 
why Ben sho uld co mmit su icide u n­ 
less he had o ne o f 'his “spells” and 
went crazy fo r the time. 
Will No ble 
is a v ery u nnatu ral 
bro ther if he made such statements 
fo r Ben No ble at all times since he 
has been in Rushv ille has declared 
that the co nfessio n was o btained by 
threats and pro mises. He said that o n 
the witness stand, to 'his relativ es, »to 
his atto rney s and also to any o ne else 
who put su ch a questio n to him. 
The article was sho wn to Frank 
ITager 'this mo rning and he said he 
felt certain that Will No ble did no t 
make such a statement to the Greens- 
bnrg Demo crat, lie said that he talk- 
Led to Will No ble y esterday and that 
he was miserable becau se Ben No ­ 
ble’s relativ es had no t paid mo re at­ 
tentio n 'to him. Hager declared that 
he had been in Will 
No ble’s pres­ 
ence when Ben had spo ken o f the 
co nfessio n being o btained, fro m him 
(with pro mises o f leniency . 
Hager 
said this mo rning that 
Will 
No ble 
had alway s sto o d by Ben thro ugh 
the wo rst and believ ed that he was 
inno cent. 
It was being to ld o n the streets this 
mo rning that Ben 
No ble 
had to ld 
Sheriff Cla'ta Bebo ut a few day s be­ 
fo re he to o k the po iso n that he did 
no t pull the trigger bu t he knew who 
did. 
This was eo mo ran talk o n the 
streets to day bu t it is no t giv en any 
credence. 
Sheriff Clata Bebo ut left 
early this mo rning and was no t ex ­ 
pected to retu rn u ntil late 'this ev en- 
ing. 
The questio n as lo where No ble go t 
the po iso n is a mu ch 
mo o ted o ne. 
Indianapo lis o fficials hav e declared, 
acco rding 
to Indianapo lis 
papers, 
that he o btained it after 'he left the 
Mario n co u nty jail 
becau se 
No ble 
had no 
v isito rs 
who 
co uld 
hav e 
smuggled stry chnine 'to 
him 
while 
held there and that he had no o ppo r­ 
tu nity to get the po iso n. The o pinio n 
has been ex pressed that No ble might 
hav e been thro wn with priso ners in 
the Mario n o o u nty jail who carried 
the po iso n sewed up so me place in 
their clo thes and that he might hav e 
o btained it in that maifner. 
Sheriff 
Bebo u t say s that: No ble has had no 
v isito rs who co uld hav e giv en him 
stry chnine as he nev er 
left 
their 
presence. 
That No ble co ntemplated suicide 
lo ng befo re he was taken away fro m 
Indianapo lis is the belief o f Sheriff

Question as to Whether or Not Any 


of Townships Have Over­ 


stepped Bounds. 


The co u nty co mmissio ners will act 
o n no less than ten petitio ns fo r the 
impro v ement o f highway s at their 
regu lar May sessio n. 
Two petitio ns 
were filed with the co u nty au dito r 
y esterday and o ne the first o f 
the 
week. 
The petitio n which was filed 
early in the week was entitled 
“In 
the matter o f 'the petitio n o f William 
A. Mull, et al., fo r grading, draining 
and pav ing o f highway in Rushv ille 
to wnship.” 
The ro ad begins o n the 
Ru shv ille-Walker to wnship line and 
ex tends east There are fifty signers. 
The 
first o f the petitio ns 
filed 
y esterday is fo r the building o f a 
ro ad in No ble to wnship and was filed 
by Ora Lo gan et al. 
There are 92 
signers. The o ther o ne is fo r a high­ 
way in tihe same to wnship and lias the 
same signatu res as the firsit. 
This 
o ne is fo r the impro v ement o f the 
ro ad leading no rth fro m 
Richland, 
thro u gh Perkins Co rner. 
Acco rding to the law, the ex pendi­ 
tu res fo r ro ad building in any to wn­ 
ship mu st no t go abo v e 2 per cent o f 
the v alue o f tax able pro perty . 
It is 
the o pinio n o f Co unty Au dito r Sto ne 
that many o f the to wnships including 
Rushv ille, hav e reached 'the limit and 
becau se o f this, the pro po sed im­ 
pro v ements can no t all be granted. 
Tt is generally tho u ght 'that 
this 
will be the end o f petitio ns fo r new 
highway s in Rush co unty . 
It will be 
impo ssible 'to determine the v aluatio n 
o f the tax able pro perty in any o f the 
to wnships until the v ario u s assesso rs 
hav e co mpleted their wo rk, as then 
the amo u nt o f pro perty i*n the co u nty 
at the present time may he determin­ 
ed. Tt is also impo ssible to learn the 
amo unt o f the mo ney ‘that is 
being 
pent fo r the ro ads until the eo n- 
tracts hav e been awarded.

A co mmittee fro m the lo cal co m­ 
pany which 
plans to 
build a fifty 
tho u sand do llar fu rnitu re facto ry met 
with 'the city co uncil last ev ening to 
attempt to reach so me agreement in 
regard to the price which is to b e 
made o n electricity which will be u sed 
by the lo cal co ncern. 
It is o f 
vital 
impo rtance to them as they wi 11 ru n 
all o f their machines with indiv idu al 
mo to rs and will o f necessity hav e 
to 
hav e a go o d su pply o f 
electricity . 
The u psho t o f the meeting was th at 
no agreement was reached and the 
questio n is still an o pen o ne. 
Vario u s argu ments were used and 
the co u ncil was no t prepared to make 
any o ffer. 
The questio n was dis­ 
cu ssed fro m v ario u s 
angles. Th e 
co uncil was no t ready to make any 
o ffer o n the questio n as May o r Black 
was no t present and the meeting was 
held primarily to co me to so me u n­ 
derstanding as to what the co mpany 
wo uld ex pect and at what kind o f a 
price they believ ed they co uld bu y 
electricity . 
The facto ry men repo rted that the 
i. & C. Tractio n Co mpany had o ffered 
to fu rnish the co mpany with elec­ 
tricity at o ne and o ne-half cents per 
killo wat. 
The city co u ncil o bjected 
to this as « the co mpany ’s franchise 
will no t allo w them to sell electricity 
and be a co mpetito r to the city plant. 
The I. & C. is well aware o f 'that and 
made the o ffer o nly o n the theo ry 
that the city might allo w them to 
erect piles and stretch wires to the 
plant to co nv ey the electricity . 
At the present time the schedu le 
which is used in the city fo r retail­ 
ing electricity is su ch that fro m eight 
to ten cents is paid fo r the “ju ice.” 
This is a much larger price than the 
fu rnitu re facto ry wishes 'to pay , es­ 
pecially since the T. & C. made an o f­ 
fer o f o ne and o ne-half cents. 
Fac­ 
to ries in o ther cities are fu rnished 
eleetrictriety at ex tremely lo w rates. 
Fo r instance Co nnersv ille facto ries 
bu y it fo r o ne and fiv e-ninths cents 
per killo wat. The MeDo ugal Kitchen 
cabinet co mpany in Frankfo rt gets it 
at o ne aind o ne-half cents while fac­ 
to ries in Anderso n and Ko ko mo get it 
fo r two cents a killo wat.

W hat causes the wind 'to b low or 
why the air should b e in motion is not 
easy to explain. 
Simply stated, it is 
caused b y the tendency of hot air to 
rise and thus to form a partial v acuum 
into which the cooler surrounding air 
rushes, in much the same way as 
water will rush downward to seek its 
lev el. 
If the earth were smooth, if it 
did not rotate and if there were no 
sun the air would b e motionless. 
When 
the sun shines on a wide space of the 
earth the air of that region b ecomes 
heated, this great v olume of warm air 
rises and the cooler, heav ier surround­ 
ing air flows in to take its place. 
As 
the earth rotates there tends to b e 
formed a ring of heated and rising air 
with currents inflowing at the b ottom 
and at b oth sides. 
Tliis is the condi­ 
tion that prev ails near the equator and 
causes the trade winds that b low so 
steadily. 
The rotation of the earth 
causes the wind south of the equator 
to flow toward the northwest and that 
north of this line to flow toward the 
southwest.—St. Nicholas. 
WHY THE WIND BLOWS. 


The Basic Principle, the Tendency cf 
Hot Airs to Rise. 
The wind, like other things of ev ery 
day life, rarely inv ites notice unless it 
is unusually “high.** and rarely do we 
b ear the questions. “Why does the 
wind b low?” “Why doesn’t the wind 
b low?” 
W hat is this wind that rushes “out 
of the no win* re into the here?” Why 
should it b low at all, or why some­ 
times so gently and at other times 
with the resistless force of the hurri­ 
cane? 
The wind could hav e no power, it 
could not ev en exist, if the air had no 
weight, this weight hav ing b een shown 
to b e ab out thirty-one grains for each 
hundred cub ic inches of air When air 
is put in motion tlie effect is like that 
ob tained b y throwing a b all against an 
ob ject. The harder you throw the b all 
the harder it will strike, and the great­ 
er the numb er of b alls thrown at one 
time the greater will b e the force of 
the b low. Wheu Ihe wind is b lowing 
it strikes what it b lows against, and 
the harder it b lows (that is. the greater 
the speed of the air» the harder it will

In making insurance maps certain 
features are considered essential, and 
the growth of the system has prov ed 
their wisdom and changed them only 
as regards the amount of detail that 
has b een incorporated. Of first Impor­ 
tance were the colors to show the dif­ 
ferent m aterials used in the construc­ 
tion of a 
b uilding. 
Naturally red 
seemed a proper color to signify b rick 
and yellow to signify wood. 
These 
colors hav e always b een employed for 
these materials. 
O ther colors hav e 
b een added from tim e to time, thus 
b lue for stone, gray for iron, etc. 
In fixing signs and characters for 
such details as stairw ays, fire escapes, 
dumb waiter shafts, etc., a principal 
ob ject was to make them plain and 
distinct. 
They m ust b e easily under 
stood b y an underw riter without ref­ 
erence to my key or marginal foot­ 
notes. 
This ob ject has b een carried out. 
with the result that when these insur 
ance maps are examined b y an insur 
ance man today each sign or charac­ 
ter has such an indiv iduality of its 
own that it can b e easily distinguished 
and is not confused with another.—

ALIEN SALOONISTS

Citizenship Is Denied Violators 


of Law. 


Hammond, Ind., April 20.—In fiv e 
eases in which saloon keepers are 
seeking their second papers, Judge Al­ 
b ert B. Anderson of Indianapolis, who 
came here to hold a session of the 
United States district court, ruled that 
ev idence of the fact that they hav e 
kept thetr side doors open on Sunday 
is sufficient proof that the applicants 
are not law-ab iding citizens, and con­ 
sequently are not entitled to their sec­ 
ond papers. 
This Is the worst b low that has v et 
fallen on the saloon keepers of Lake 
county. 
The Proctor liquor law ex­ 
plicitly says that no saloon keeper 
may ob tain a license who is not a full- 
fledged citizen or, in lieu of that, has 
not liv ed in the state for at least ten 
years. 
Now comes the federal court 
| and rules that & man who keeps his 
saloon door open in v iolation of law 
is not of good moral character and 
cannot ob tain his second naturaliza­ 
tion papers. 
If the case of Paul Harv ath is de­ 
cided adv ersely to the saloon keeper 
b y Judge Lawrence Becker next Sat­ 
urday it will mean that a large num­ 
b er of saloon keepers will b e b arred 
from ob taining their second papers 
and 
consequently 
from 
getting 
li­ 
censes. The situation is a serious one 
for liquor sellers, as it means that 
scores of foreign saloon keepers will 
ev entually b e driv en out of the saloon 
b usiness b y the Proctor law.

ment and asserted that she believed

She expressed 
great satisfaction on the part of mis­ 
sionaries because of the

people from the United Staten who 
assisted in Persian affairs. 
Mrs. Vanllook 
told in 
excellent

railway systems there in the last ten 
years, of the spread of the twentieth
